AHBPLANCE  F/C  LLITIES. 

The  area  is  covered  by  the  Hyde  Health  Division  for  general, 
accident,  and  infectious  cases,  the  number  conveyed  being  1958;  this  is  an  increase 
of  ocl  on  the  number  conveyed  during  1952.  The  majority  of  patients  were  conveyed 
to  the  Ashton  Group  of  hospitals. 

PROFESSIONAL  NURSING  IN  THE  HOME . 

One  full-time  Domiciliary  Nurse  attended  92  patients  in  Mottram 
and  Broadbotton  upon  2634  occasions. 

The  Hollingworth  district  is  served  by  a  Nurse  whose  duties  also 
include  cases  resident  in  Tintwistle. 

Due  to  the  scattered  area  allocated  to  this  particular  nurse,  she 
uses  her  own  motor-car  for  which  she  is  reimbursed  on  a  mileage  basis  for  all  official 
journeys  connected  with  her  nursing  duties. 

Nursing  requisites  are  stored  at  private  addresses  in  Mottram  and 
Broadbotton  and  at  the  M*  &  C  .W.  Centre  at  Hollingworth.  The  requisites  such  as 
back-rests,  bed-pans,  etc  .are  available  on  loan  from  the  stores  by  application  to 
either  of  these  nurses. 


MIDWIFERY. 

One  midwife  allocated  to  the  district  attended  the  9  cases  in 
which  the  birth  took  place  in  the  homes  of  the  patients.  The  trend  for  child¬ 
birth  to  take  place  in  maternity  institutions  is  revealed  by  the  fact  that  this 
figure  represents  only  15#  of  the  total  births  in  1953. 

facilities  are  available  at  the  Hollingworth  M.  &  C.W.  Centre  for 
the  midwife  to  carry  out  examinations  of  per  patients  prior  to  confinement. 

HEALTH  VISITING. 

One  Health  Visitor  supervises  the  welfare  of  infants,  young 
cnildron,  expectant  mothers  and  nursing  mothers  by  paying  visits  to  the  homes  and 
attending  at  the  Clinics,  Visits  to  cases  of  Tuberculosis  for  Care  end  After- 
Care  purposes,  and  to  any  aged  and  infirm  persons  in  need  of  attention,  also  form 
part  of  her  duties.

WATER  SUPPLY. 


No  progress  has  boon  made  with  the  scheme  to  improve  the  supply  of  water 
to  the  Mottran  and  Broadbotton  Wards  and  to  certain  outlying  parts  of  Hollingworth. 
Until  this,  or  some  other  improvement  scheme,  is  carried  out  there  is  little  chance 
of  any  important  housing  development  in  Mottran  or  Broadbotton  and  oven  small 
amounts  of  now  building  will  cause  deterioration  in  tho  precarious  balance  between 
supply  and  shortage  in  the  higher  land.  This  balance  was  utterly  upset 

by  comparatively  small  matters  on  two  occasions  during  tho  year  and  each  tine  the 
services  off  the  Cheshire  County  Firo  Brigade  were  used  to  pump  water  into  the  high 
level  tank  at  Roe  Cross  so  that  tho  balance  night  bo  quickly  restored. 

Throe  premises  have  been  connected  to  tho  Hattorsley  main  and  a  small 
bore  pipe  in  Moss  Lone,  Broadbotton  has  been  replaced  by  a  3  ,f  main. 

Although  the  water  is  not  treated  in  any  way  samples  are  satisfactory 
and  apart  from  the  two  occasions  mentioned  above  the  supply  has  been  adequate 
for  the  needs  of  the  District. 

Six  promises  are  served  by  a  common  standpipe  connected  to  tho  Council’s 
Supply  while  about  l6l  dwellings  accommodating  some  288  people  are  dependent 
upon  private  supplies.

SCAVENGING. 


Most  of  tho  refuse  in  the  District  is  removed  once  per  week  but  in  some  parts  it  is 
only  possible  to  give  a  fortnightly  service.  If  it  were  possible  to  dispense  with  the 
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pail  closets  then  a  weekly  collection  of  domestic  refuse  could  be  arranged  with 
ease. 


Disposal  is  by_land-fill  at  a  tip  off  Broadbottom  Road  and  this  tip  is  filling 
up  rapidly.  Another  site  or  sites  should  be  acquired  fairly  quickly  so  that  any 

preliminary  drainage  and  fencing  which  may  be  noedod  may  be  done  before  the  site  is 
actually  used. 

Labour  and  transport  for  this  service  are  supplied  by  the  Engineer  and 
Surveyor . 

The  Council  have  a  supply  of  dustbins  and  sanitary  pails  which  are  delivered 
to  property  on  receipt  of  orders  from  the  owners  to  whom  the  accounts  are  then 
charged.  28  pails  and  48  dustbins  have  boon  so  supplied  in  the  year. 


Sewerage. 

Tho  plan  to  enlarge  both  sewage  outfall  works  and  sewer  as  much  of  the  urban 
district  as  possible  is  virtually  at  a  standstill,  44$  of  tho  houses  in  the  district 
are  served  by  pail  closets. 

The  Council  grant  up  to  £P.  per  conversion  for  voluntary  conversion  to  Eresh 
Water  Closets  and  10  such  conversions  have  been  made  in  the  year.  ”  In  addition 
30  fresh  wssfeis  closet  connections  were  made  of  which  23  were  in  respect  of  new 
houses.

Thirty- nine  new  infestations  of  rats  wore  found  in  tho  year.  375 
properties  were  inspected  and  the  total  visits  including  old  infestations  from  last 
year  cleared  in  the  current  year  were  821. 

The  annual  1C Y]0  test  bait  of  the  councilfs  two  sewerage  systems  showed  a  result 
of  no  takes  and  this  was  gratifying.  There  was  no  need, therefore , to  treat 

tho  sewers  for  infestation.

Fat  extraction  and  associated  industries  aro  carried  on  at  Hyde  Brook 
Works.  In  the  past  year  a  substantial  part  of  the  works  has  been 

rebuilt  on  tho  sane  .-site, and  with  the  improved  working  conditions  it 
is  hoped  that  tho  management  will  be  able  to  control  still  further  the 
fumes  from  tho  processes  which  from  time  to  time  cause  nuisance  to  the 
people  in  tho  vicinity  of  the  works. 

Disinfection  and  Disinfestation. 

There  have  boon  fifteen  inspections  and  visits  connected  with  disinfection 
due  to  illness  and  disinfestation  other  than  rodents. 


FACTORIES. 


In  two  cases  it  was  found  that  the  sanitary  accommodation  in  factories  was 
unsatisfactory  and  both  were  remedied  after  the’  service  of  informal 
notices.  Ono  factory  is  still  in  the  process  of  re-organising  the 

sanitary  accomodation  provided  for  the  workpeople. 

There  are  25  factories  on  the  register  and  41  visits  wore  made. 

Workplaces. 

There  are  about  40  offices  and  Workplaces  and  those  inspected  have  been 

found  satisfactory. 


Tho  Officials  and  Staff  of  the  Council  have  been  most  co-operative 
on  many  occasions  and  I  thank  them  for  their  assistance.
